“Ottawa. The terms ‘ty’ wich in- 
kirrcetinaial ‘movement of Western 
Canada bituminous coal will be sub- 
sidized by the Dominion Government 
| were announced by Hon. Charles 
Stewart, Minister of the Interior. 

By an order-in-council signed by 
the Governor-General, coal mined in 
| the Crow’s Nest Pass district of Bri- 
tish Columbia, and in the -bituminous 


and sub-bituminous areas of Alberta, 


|and shipped to points in the prdvitice’ 
of Manitoba will be subject to a re- 
duction of freight rates which will 
| enable it to. compete with foreign 
'coal. The assistance to the industry 
will be $1 a ton, effective for one 
year beginning June 5. The reduced 
rate will be applicable to coal used 
for domestic and industrial purposes. 

Another order-in-council will give 
| assistance of 50 cents a ton on briq- 
| uettes and lignite coal in carbonized 

form mined in Saskatchewan and

are used for domestic or industrial 
It will apply for one year, 
commencing June 1. 

The administration of these assist-
